LIBRARY REPORT. 


The Trustees of the New Ipswich Library desire to present 
to the citizens of New Ipswich the following statement: 


Under the terms of the will of William Boynton the library 
was made residuary legatee to the amount of $4,845.67. Under 
the terms of this will the income from this sum was to be paid 
in equal shares to each of his two sisters during their life- 
time. One sister, Mrs. Sarah B. Thayer, died before the estate 
was settled. The other sister, Mrs. Emily M. B. Russell, died 
only recently, so that only the income of one-half of this estate 
has been available to the library. Under the terms of this will 
this Income must be expended for the purchase of books and 
magazines solely. The income from this Boynton fund as at 
present invested amounts annually to $159.52. 

Under the will of Sarah B. Hubbard, of Manchester, the 
library was given $4,000. Under the terms of this will $1,000 
of this amount was to be expended at once for books and the 
income of the remainder to be expended annually for the pur- 
chase of books; these books to be placed in a separate collection 
known as the ‘‘Helen Fletcher Collection.’’ The income from 
this fund as at present invested is $105 annually. 

The library also has a fund of $908.14, the income of 
which is unrestricted as to its uses. 

These represent the invested funds of the library. 

The fiscal year of the New Ipswich Library begins August 
1 and ends August 1. This report covers from August 1, 1911, 
to August 1, 1912, and supplementary report to January 1, 
1305.

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Report of School Board. 


The year just closed has been in our minds one of gen- 
eral progress in the schools of the district. 

Four schools have been maintained a total of 144 weeks, 
with an enrollment of 12U pupils at the beginning of spring 
1 of WG 

Owing to a mild case of a contagious disease in the dis- 
trict late in the summer, the opening of the fall term was 
necessarily delayed. However, it may seem advisable to pro- 
long the coming spring term in order that the school year 
may not be shortened. 

Changes in teachers are often to be regretted, but we 
have been fortunate in securing efficient teachers during a > 
greater part of the year. At the close of spring term two 
unavoidable vacancies occurred in schools Nos, 1 and 4. No 
pains were spared on the part of the members of the board 
in filling these vacancies. After due consideration 1t seemed 
advisable to transfer to the Center school one of our teachers, 
who by several terms’ experience in the district had already 
become well acquainted with our school methods. The Cen- 
ter school at the present time consists of six grades and has 
a membership of 39 pupils. 

Increases in salaries of teachers will be noticed in several 
instances in the financial report. By this means, the same 
teacher at No. 5 has been retained throughout the year, and 
the work has been carried on in a quiet, uninterrupted man- 
ner. The attitude of the pupils in this school toward their . 
instructor has been very gratifying to the board. and by the 
earnest cooperation of the teacher and the pupils, commen- 
dable results have been obtained, despite the fact that this 
school is one of the largest in the district. 

The purchase of some books aside from those already in 
use, has helped to hold and increase the interest among our 
pupils. The study of Civics has been introduced into. the 
higher grades. This subiect tends to broaden the mind of the 
vouth and imparts that knowledge which is necessary to en- 
able them to become good citizens and acquaint them with 
their rights and duties as such. 

Our boys and girls are not only the future citizens of 
the town but they are the parents of still another generation 
that we must depend upon to ya: the deeds and 
raemories of past citizens. 
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extensive repairs have been made during the year on 

the interiors of Nos. 1 and 4 in order that the schoolrooms 

might be more sanitary and inviting. No. 1, with newly 

painted penlls and freshly stained desks, is a vast improvement 

on No. 1 oi.the past. Numerous minor repairs have also been 
made on the other schoolhouses and outbuildings. 

“Our school grounds need attention now, and with sufh- 
cient funds at its disposal the board contemplates various 
needed improvements in this direction in the near future. 

That the citizens of the district may fully understand as 
to the amount necessary to be raised for school purposes at 
the next school meeting in order to obtain state aid, we insert 
a copy of statement received from the State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, as follows: | 

“The school district of New Ipswich is required by law 
to raise for schools $1,627.50. Jn order to obtain state aid the 
tax for school purposes must be $4.50 on a thousand dollars 
of equalized valuation. To bring your tax to this amount 
your district must raise by taxation, $3,474.00.” 

A goodly number of visits from parents and friends has 
been appreciated. by the board. More frequent visits wiil 
increase your interest in the work of the schools and will 
encourage the pupils as well. Let the parents, teachers and 
board join in a common endeavor to improve and aid. our 
schools. . :
